TRACK OF THE TORNADO. 


Word Picture of the Cyclone J'ath at St. 


Loiiifc—An Af-curate Desrrli>tion. 


St. Louis, May 29.—There orn evidences 


of tho wind's fury in all parts of St. 
Louis. Shade trees snapped, windows 
broken, chimneys prostrated, sections of 
tin roof ripped, cornices shattered, weak 
walls cracked—such things can be seen 
almost anywhere from the water works to 
Carondolet. 
But apart from those gen- 


eral evidences, there is tho path of a storm 
cloud covering the city at its widest part, 
with a course from southwest to north- 
east. This path is as distinct as the 
boundaries of blocks. 
Beside the damage 


wrought within this path, tho injuries 
sustained by the city at large are insig- 
nificant. 
Over the length and breadth of 


the path a journey was made yesterday. 
Progress was from side to side by a zig- 
zag route. This tracing of the course of 
the storm cloud began in tho southwest- 


displaced the squares of tho granitoid 
pavement. 


Tbo storm cloud passed from Compton 


Heights, bearing a littlo to the north of 
oast. It struck a different class of houses 
and a different neighborhood. 
Moving 


up and lapping over to tho north of La- 
fayette avenue, while it angled away from 
Shenandoah on the south, the cloud was 
a full halt mile wide on Oregon avenue. 
From Oregon eastward to Jefferson ave- 
nue is four long blocks, dipping gently to 
Ohio and then rising again to Jefferson. 
In the forty blocks lying within these 
boundries the rule is lot of 25 feet and 
substantial houses of from $3,000 to ?6,- 
000 cost. The territory is closely built. 
It contains ovor 500 houses. All day yes- 
terday the moving vans were busy in this 
district. Fully 300 of the 500 houses wore 
loft uninhabitable. 
Throe story houses 


were reduced to two stories.and there was 
nothing but the bluo vault of heaven 
above thoso who went to bed upstairs. 
Side walls from roof to foundation wore 
cut out. 
Sometimes it was tho west wall 


and sometimes it was the cast wall. Bay 
windows wore suddenly enlarged to treble 
the size planned by the architect. Roofs 
wore gone. In thirty or forty cases tho 


agc§. 


The storm clouil passed out of the La- 


faycte Park district. Its north line reach- 
ed Chouteau avenue, while the southern 
line of its path drew in.toward Geyer. 
Before the cloud was n district of small 
manufacturing concerns, of many flats 
and of tenements, with the old rumbling 
city hospital, n patchwork by many build- 
ers, in the midst. Portions of the hos- 
pital stand shattered and tottering. Oth- 
er portions are down flat. The 450 pa- 
tients must be eared for In temporary 
quarters. Perhaps more people live with- 
in this district than in any other of like 
size in tho city. Eastward from Second 
Carondolet ou the west, with Papin street 
north and Goyer avenue and Soulard 
street south, the population is dense. 
That tho dead are not 1,000 and the 
wounded 10,000 is the mystery after ouo 
has threaded this part of the storm cloud's 
path. "Where is tho worst!'" one is asked. 
That is hard to tell, but certainly there is 
noithiug worse than can bo witnessed 
from Ln fuyette Park northeast to Broad- 
way, i long mile. It is desolation, ruin 
to those who have- little. Thcro aro streets 
which can not ho traversed because of the 
debris. There arc a thousand roofs gone, 
a hundred thousand windows smashed, 
whole rowK flattened to the ground, street 
cars overturned and wrecked. Some peo- 
ple moved from this district yesterday. 
Most of tho tenants stayed to pass tho 
night in practical ''camping out.'1 Tho 
problem of house hunting was too much 
for thorn the first day after tho tornado.

widest part, is six miles. As the storm 
traveled from southwest to northeast, the 
length of its path within the city was 
eight miles.

From Broadway to tho river, through 


the oldest part of Hfc. Louis, and thence 
up tho river to the Ends bridge, is a. chap- 
ter of itself. It is a long record of wrecks 
of buildings that wore entitled to histor- 
ical tablets, buildings in which business 
was done by mon who havo boon dead so 
long their names have passed into com- 
nicrical oblivion. Crowds surged up and 
down tho Lovco all day. There was a fas- 
cination in tho masonry leveled from tho 
groat bridge. 
There was greater interest 


in tho big river boats driven across the 
river and left careened on the Illinois 
bank. And then, too, from this side 
there was a vista of unroofed buildings 
and jagged walls tho whole length of 
Bloody Island. 


There are two facts which arc made 


most impressive by a trip over the whole 
path of the tornado. 
One is tho wide- 


spread havoc wrought with tho wires— 
telegraphic, telephone and trolley. The 
other is the deluge of dirty water which 
the storm cloud brought with it. Other 
parts of the city came out bright and 
fresh after tho hard rain. In the path of 
tho tornado proper every building shows 
the spattered, dingy effect of this muddy 
water, which must have been sucked up 
simiewhcro and then turned loo se by the 
whirling cloud. 


In addition to the votes counted by tho

What a Chicago Kdltor Hid to Say at the 


Pearl* MMtlaf. 


At the annual meeting of the Illinois 


Republican Editorial Association 
at 


Peoria the Hon. T. C. McMillan, of the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean, read a paper on the 
Country Press and Party. 


Ha said: "The phrase 'the country 


press,' may need some slight defining 


"The 'big city daily' with its news ool- 


loctlpo franchises. Its staff manned bu- 
reaus, its special correspondents, its ex- 
clusive telegraph lines, Its varied depart- 
ments, Its special wlrters, its extraordin- 
ary conditions, Its enormous editions, its 
large field, Its wonderful resources—in a 
world, its wealth—seems to be brought 
directly into this suggested comparison, 
and, apparently, everything that is not In 
the catalogue of the 'big dally1 is classed 
as the 'country press." 


"Without discussing or qnstioning the 


correctness of this definition or compari- 
son, let us consider, very briefly, what is 
Its mieson, and who are they who make It. 
This view, presented in rudest outlines 
is by one whose entire newspaper life 
has been spent on the city journals, and 
et who for over twenty years has enjoyed 
he most intimate relations with the press 
f the state—relation which rarely fall to 
helot of the average city newspaper 
lan. 
"What is the country paper? It is like 
is more pretentious metropolitan con- 
smporary—the hasty history of the day. 
Its range may not be so extended, Its 
onstltuency may be and is within a nar- 
•ower circle; but its aim is precisely the 
same. Occasionally some member of that 


norganized band called, for convenience, 
;he Paragraphers' Association.'may at- 
,empt an illtimed or weak witticism at 
he expense of the country editor, as the 


reaches It* highest plane which would 
cultivate foreign minion fields at the ex- 
pense of home fields, and vice vena. In 
the world of labor it is an Incontrovertible 
doctrine that home industries, which ore 
the bone and sinews of the land, should 
be maintained. 


In ethics,! t Is set down as a corner 


stone principle that he that provldeth 
not for his own Is worse than an Infidel. 
Does any thoughtful person think lor one 
moment that the cheap book era has drlv 
en the really good book out of thu market? 
The numbers have multiplied, but their 
character has been raised In a correspond- 
ing degree. "We have endeavored briefly 
to define what It is and to describe its field 
which leads us to inquire what is its mis- 
sion P And here we revert again to the 
'big city_dslly.' In an eastern metropolis 
are two great journals; one counts Its ad 
vertising and news columns by the bun- j 
dreds and its editions by the hundreds of 
thousands; the other measures its ad- 
vertising columns by the dozens and Its 
editions by the thousands, and yet the 
power respect and influence with the pub- 
ic and in public matters, the letter's posi- 
tion is the much more commanding one 
—its utterances mold public opinion and 
shade legislation—while 
the 
former, 


which is read extensively and patronized 
by nearly all classes, is practically with- 
out weight among the leaders of men, 


"Illinois has been extremely fortunate 


in the character of her country press so- 
called. It would be ridiculous to men- 
tion names. But I do not hesitate to say 
that onr state country press is composed of 
newspapers second to none in the United 


nountry editor, or his headers, over some 
ocal or editorial note, but the day has 
one by for any intelligent person to give 
ny more heed to such outbreaks than to 
ny illconsidered remark of one who may 
e wall dressed but not well bred. The 
ountry paper deals with practical life- 
he life of its readers, tt Is intensely in- 
Jividual. The general features of the 
big city daily' are in striking contrast to 
his strong, steady personality. Uhero ore 
ewer theories and more facts. The Idea 
seems to bo that when there are enough 
acts known, then the theories may be 
constructed. 


What is its field? It is sad that nearly 


half the people in Chicago change their 
residences every two years. If this be tue, 
even relatively, home tie and that affec- 
tion for a locality or a dwelling which so 
many feel and nourish elsewhere fade 
away, rnd there is as little'settling down' 
as though one wers 'boarding' round' or a 
strolling actor or a circus rider. 
The 


country paper is for the community whose 
residents are fixtures, 
or less of one another. 


They know more 
This lends to the 


paper the kindly offices of a mutual friend. 
It is the ever-welcome guest in the home, 
and the store, and the office. 
It reaches 


families and brings them closer together 
Its columns are read by all, and—better 


ll they are read to be remembered. 
Your city reader is so lazy, he has such 


a large paper, that he skins over the head 
lines, or at least selects a lew things in 
which he Is most interested, and is com- 
pelled to drop all of the remainder. You 
do not require a city man to remind you 
what careful and critical readers you have 
always watching your every utterance, 
clippings, contribution, advertisements 
and all, and measuring them from a high 
standard The person who makes the best 
city newspaper reader is the one who best 
supports his local paper. 
The highest 


permanent benefit which can come to the 
city newspaper is in this distribution of 
patronage. This may be seen and very for- 
cibly Illustrated in the realm of religious 
benevolence. 
No 
systematic giving 


States. Fast mails may have cut into 
them and may continue to do so, but 
they can never retire that class of news- 
papers that publish dailies, semi-weeklies 
and weeklies throughout the state. And 
it would be a sorry day for the 'big city 
dailies' when they undertoook this task. 


The great universities may absorb from 


distant polnst. The sturdy well man- 
aged lesser colleges and seminaries and 
academies and high schools will continue 
their work as before—ail the more 
thorough and complete because their fields 
are circumscribed. 


The greater wholesale establishments in 


the metropolitan centers may draw their 
business from remote regions.but the local 
commercial houses will still continue. 


"The mission of the country local paper 


will be fulfilled only by itself. It cannot 
be done by any outside force or agency. 
It is the local historian and will so con- 
tinue. From its columns the wider chron- 
icles will be written. 


"This is where the relation of the 


country paper to the party appears prom- 
inently. 


"It is emphatically near the people and 


the people are near it. It can reach them 
as no other agency eon. The day of the 
campaign literature document is over and 
gone. The most effective way to rench 
the man who reads is through the regu- 


done the molt show the least appreciation 
for the service accomplished. But they 
keep right on doing yeoman's work and 
fighting 
battles whose favorable out- 


come will be of no personal value to them 
and whose unfavorable result might be » 
personal pecuniary gain. 


Should he suggest that a postoffice might 


be acceptable, there will not be wanting 
those to remark that he could not have 
done less than he did, or that there ore 
others much more deserving. 


"The country press Is year by year 


growing stronger and better. It is clean 
and courageous, and it is uniformly ably 
edited. Its voice is emphatically the voice 
of the people. The city looks to the coun- 
try for aid in all reform legislation. The 
problem of city government becomes more 
and more the problem of national govern- 
ment. The city turns to the country for 
fresh blood to tone up and keep pure the 
healthful and body politic. With a clean, 
sound, courageous press, and a constant 
transfusion of new life into the national 
veins, many of the grove problems, eco- 
nomic, social and political, which con 
front us, are already half solved. 


Both city and country press is attract 


ing to its ranks more finely equipped 
keen, progressive Industrious young men. 
The outlook in both fields is encouraging 
in the highest degree. 
"The men who 


help to moke the great party policies are 
coming more and more to be the editors 
And why not, when It is largely upon them 
that falls the duty of expounding these 
policies' Sever before in the political 
history of Illmos have wo witnessed so 
many editors with credentlal«|to anatlonol 
convention as can be found this year. 
The distinguished party leaders are well 
aware of the steady, every day influence 
of the paper on the public mind. 
They 


realize that the men who day In and day 
out wield the pen, who are in close touch 
with the people the whole year round, 
who know the public mind thoroughly, 
and seek to suggest the path to be taken 
rather than to order the people to walk in 
it, are the men who really make as well 
as write tho history of this|republlc. And

try press. Their Industry, their Intelli- 
gence, their devotion to principles, tbeir 
fealty to the party, their eternal vigilence 
which aloue is the price of liberty—these, 
together with all too meager recognition, 
and often too scanty consideration, make 
their services frequently border on the 
heroic. Their eiposition of their princi- 
ples Is constant, tbelr defense of those 
who publicly stand for these is never fail- 
Ing. They are at once loyal and indepen- 
dent. They have to overcome by personal 
contact and penmaelon the never ceasing 
indifference of the masses of tbe people 
respecting public affairs.

fer materially, but the dwellings 
across the street, two-story ramshackle 
affairs, occupied by poor people, were 
in i deplorable condition. 


So far as known no one was killed iu 


this block. 


Nuly's saloon, at 60t South Seventh 


street, was a total wreck. 
When it 


fell it was full of men who had taken 
refuge there, and from fifteen to 
twenty were unquestionably killed. 


Many of them are of a character 


who have few friends and would not 
be missed. One poor fellow has been 
taken out dead and ten others sorely 
injured. 
It is thought that others are still in 


the brick-choked 
basement, and a 


gang of men is busy digging into the 
debris. 


The force of the wind was so fright- 


ful along here that the iron trolley- 
supporting poles of the Southwestern 
Electric line are bent over to the 
ground. They did not break, but bent 
like copper wire. 


Of course, all the telegraph pole are 


down, many of them snapped in twain 
with the top-heavy heads hanging 
over the stree^, held aloft by the wires, 
which still cling to them. 


This makes it a dangerous passage, 


and especially was this true along to- 
ward noon, when the wind began to 
rise. 


The poles swayed in the air, hang- 


ing over the heads of the people like 
the sword of Damacles, but the ex- 
cited mob which thronged the side- 
walks and bulged out over the street- 
car tracks did not seem to mind it. 


They juggled with death in "their 


anxiety to view the devastation and 
watch the busy scores seeking to find 
buried relatives or recover lost valu-

From n Scientific 1'oint of View. 


ST. Louis. Mo., May 2'.).—Prof. II. C. 


Frankenfluld furnishes the following 
description of the storm to a local pa- 
per, lie says that for a. week past the 
weather iu the vicinity of St. Louis 
had oeen characterized by low barom- 
etriopivbsure, high temperatures, ex- 
cessive humidity and pivvading south- 
erly u mds. 
The pressure also had 


been low throughout the west. 


At the same tmu it had been rela- 


tively high in the south, causing the 
warm southerly \\ mds to blow from 
the Oulf of Mexico, laden with moist- 
ure. This moisture WAS held in sus- 
penss in the warm atmosphere, and 
the humidity continued to increase 
trom day to day. The mean tempera- 
tue averaged from S deg. to 13 de?. 
above the normal each day, while the 
humidity ranged from 7 to 20 per cent, 
above the mean for this season of the 
year.

At the Vermont marble works, 1125 


South Seventh street, the wreck wab 
complete. It was here that Harry 
Hess, a driver for the concern, was* 
killed. He was buried beneath tons 
ft the great blocks of stone, which 
were hurled about by the wind. 


The most exciting and at the same 


time the saddest place on this fright- 
fully desolated street was on the south- 
east corner of Rntger street. 
Here 


had stood the three-story brick saloon 
and boarding-house of Fred. Mooken- 
heimer. 


It was occupied by twenty families, 


the full number of souls reaching at 
least calculation eighty. 


When the storm struck it it went up 


like a dry puff ball, burying dozens 
No one knows how many dead its 
ruined brick and mortar contain. At 
11 o'clock 11 persons had been taken 
out dead, and more than a dozen more 
or less injured. 


At 12 o'clock the body of a gray- 


haired woman was discovered and re- 
moved, but her name could not be 
learned. 


A company of firemen was assigned 


to the work of rescue, and kept at it 
manfully. They were assisted by rel- 
atives of those who were sunoosed to 
be beneath the debris. 
* 


Henry Plauchek was there hunting 


for his father. He was pale and sick, 
but he kept at it 
His father, Wil- 


liam, had been in the salooon, he said, 
when the building fell. 


The crowd about the corner vra» 


enormous and hard to handle. The 
curious throng pushed in over the 
broken bricks and shattered timbers, 
hemming in the rescue corps and tak- 
ing desperate chances of breaking 
their own legs. 
Even the policemen's 


clubs could not keep them back. 


Across the street on the southwest 


corner the wreck was as bad, but the 
number of people in the building was 
not so large. Several dead bodies and 
a half dozen sorely wounded have 
been removed, and others are still 
thought to be there. 


One block below this the house of 


the Sattips was crushed in and Mr. 
August Sattig- and his wife badly hurt.

•ain fell in torrents,; the green clouds 
still remained in the west ajad north, 
but the storm moved from TOrthwest 
toward southeast, and large, angry- 
looldngttdetached masses of curaulo- 
stratuslKauds moved bum almost 
every poim of tb£ mmi»is, crossing 
each other with^grfln rajudity. At 
5:15 p. m. the wind reacheSra velocity 
of 80 miles par hour from the north- 
west, the 
greatest 
velocity ever 


reached in the history of the St. Louis 
station. From 5.20 to 5:JO p. m. the 
barometer fell 0.36 inches, reading at 
the hitter time 29:35 inches. 


It rose almost instantly 0.30 inches 


to 29.74 inches, and then continued in 
a series of irregular and decided oscil- 
lations until after 10 p. m. At 5:30 p. 
m. the wind had fallen to about twelve 
miles per hour, and shortly after 
changed directions to the southeast. 
The rain fell in torents; from &:04 p. 
m. to 1 p. m. 2:15 inches foil, and at 
9:05, when it ceased, 3:04 inches in all 
had fallen. 


From 5:04 to 6:04 p. m., 1 3H inches 


fell, and from fi:25 to fi-35 p. m., 0.62 
inches fell. 


The outer edge of the path of the 


storm through the city, as near as can 
be determined, was from northwest- 
west to southeast, curving1 in the ex- 
treme northwest portion of the city, 
somewhat toward the east, so that a 
portion of the city, approximately 
west of Union avenue, experienced but 
little of its effects as far as the wind 
was concerned. 


The storm then continued more in a 


southerly direction nntil the southern 
limits of the city were reached, when 
it turnedjinore to the eastward and 
northeastward, and moved across the 
river to East St. Louis. 


The entire city within this boundary 


experienced the full effects of the 
storm. The direction of the wind was 
from northwest to northeast during the 
high wind and remained so until 5:55 
p. m., when It shifted to east-southeast. 
The velocity decreased rery rapidly,

EAST ST. Louis, May 28.—As far as 
le eye can reach up and down, the 
iver, death and desolation, wreck and 
uin, range from cue end of the town 
o the other. 


Scarcely a house remains standing1 


n sight oi the wind-distorted bridge 
f iron and steel, which it was thought 
ould withstand the most furious as- 
tiuks of the elements far generations. 


The corps of reporters which crossed 
le bridge at daylight gazed upon the 


nost appalling' spectacle. 


Crawling through the shapeless mass 
f masonry andiron that impeded their 
regress on the bridge, they came 
hortly into the thick of this carnival 
f the elements' carnage. 
On every side lay the bodies of dead 
orses, overturned freight cars, dis- 
.antled homes with blear-eyed, dazed 
ith sorrowful human beings groping 
bout, sobbing and moaning ill the 
tter paralysis of thought. 
They knew not what to do, and 
andered aimlessly about, charmed 
y the very horror of the scene. 
On either side of the roadway the 
ailroad yards were torn into a ,horri- 
le burlesque on chaos. Great, heavy 
reight ears had been lifted trom the 
racks in their entirety and hurled 
ardV away, plunging down embank? 
nents and landing bottom side up in 
ic morasses and marshes of the is- 
and. 


Somestimes the trucks had remained 
n the track, the bodies being literally 
orn from them and hurled in iudis- 
rimiuate confusion hither and thither. 
Mixed with this great mass of rail- 
oad.debris were the former homes of 
eople who had lived down around this 
art of town. 
Partsof different houses were thrown 
ogether, seeming more like the ruin 
f one home rather than an aggrega- 
ion of different firesides. 
The long low line of frame houses 
sat stood to the right of the bridye 
here the bridge trolley met the local 
treet cars is gone.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The state de- 


partment is confronted with a quos 
lion growing out of another of Gapt. 
Gen. Weyler's edicts, which promises 
to be more troublesome than the meas- 
ure regarding the exportation of to- 
bacco from Cuba. 


The new edict suspends for one year 


all judiciiil proceedings against plan- 
ters with regard to their property, ;iud 
their creditors will not now be able 
to secure payment of interest or be 
permitted to sue in the courts there or 
to institute foreclosure 
proceedings 


upon any mortgage they may hold. 


Jt is declared that many of the plau< 


tat ions in Cuba were mortgaged to 
Americans, and that the latter will 
loose a great deal of money if Cupt.- 
Gen. Weyler's edict is permitted to re- 
main in force. 


The state department does not like 


to bring its guns to bear upon the 
measure until it has ammunition in 
the shape of protests from Americans 
affected, and before acting in the 
matter Secretary Olney may wait un- 
til something of the kind is received. 


Before any action was taken in the 


matter of the tobacco edict the de- 
partment waited until it had received 
notice of the manner in which Ameri- 
can interests were affected. There is 
no doubt, however, that the interests 
of citizens of this government are al 
stake as a result of the latest edict, 
and the secretary may decide upon 
measures without delay. 


The policy of the department will be 


to make strong representations to the 
the Madrid government through the 
Spanish minister and United State* 
Minister Taylor at the Spanish cap- 
ital, pointing out the manifest injus- 
tice of the decree to the creditors of 
the Cuban planters, and urging1 that

A Ban Francisco morning paper Bay*: 


Fighting- with, champagne bottles aa a 
beginner and totalling with, knives, a 
dozen or ao of the tan of the United 
State* gunboat Petrel -whipped twice 
their weight in Britishers at Shanghai 
shortly before that vessel sailed for 
this port, where she ha* justarrived. 


The saucy litOe gunboat wa» made 


the sport of ft big, British cruiser, and, 
while » marine battle was averted by a 
prompt apology, the sailors of the two 
war ahips took up the matter ashore. 
A. handful of the Petrel's men were 
tackled by a score of the lusty marines 
from the British cruiser Spartan, and 
blood and champagne flowed like water. 
The melee occurred on Washington's 
birthday, and the events which led np 
to H on the night before. The Spartan 
arrived at Shanghai shortly after tho 
Petrel dropped anchor there. 
That 


there was no love lost between the 
crews of the vessels was manifest from 
the start, and the officers were only 
polite to each other. Even, politeness 
was forgotten on the night of February 
21. when the searchlight of «he Spartan 
was turned on the deck of the Petrel. 
Every nook and corner of the little gun- 
boat was explored by the powerful 
rays, and then to add kuralt to Injury 
the light was withdrawn, leaving all in 
gloom, and then, instantly turned on 
again, as if those on the Spartan, wanted 
to see how the Yankees liked the treat- 
ment. There were muttering* among 
the forward hands of the Petrel and a 
scene of excitement on the quarterdeck 
where the officers were gathered. Co.pt. 
Emery wrote a curt note to the ooro- 
marader of tho Spartan and dispatched 
it without loss of thne. The search- 
light waa not turned on the Petrel again 
that night and a note of apology for 
the dtecourteay earlier in the evening 
was received from the Spartan's cap- 
tain. The officers on the Petrel were 
satisfied, but their greetings to the 
Spartan's quarter dsck thereafter were 
stifter than ever. The bluejackets of 
the Petrel were far from being satis- 
fled, and among themselves ttiey swore 
vengeance for tho insult. The men had 
not long to wait. Eight or ten of them 
were seated in an upper room in a sa- 
loon, on the following day when about 
SO of the Spartan's men entered the bar- 
room. TheYankeesweredrinkmggrog 
and singing patriotic songs, when the 
biggest Englishman in the Intruding 
crew suggested that they throw the 
Yankees through the windows. The 
British tars started up the stairs, but 
none of them reached the top. The 
door above was suddenly opened, and 
through it came a shower of glasses, 
bottles and cases of champagne which 
bad been stored in the little room. 
When everything that could be utilized 
as a weapon was gone, the American 
sailors came flying down the stairs and 
the battle became a hand-to-hand con- 
flict. 
Knives were drawn and used 


freely, and the English forces were 
badly cut up. When they were finally 
routed, half a do?en of their men lay 
bleeding on the floor. 


The British consul subsequently held 


an official Inquiry into the affair, and 
he court decided against the Spartan's 
crew. It assessed the ship the. cost ol 


lie damage, which amounted to several 
housanrl dollars.

The revival of the Olympic games 


in Greece, though in a very different 
form from that of 2,000 years ago, is 
an event of uncommon interest. When 
those games were at their best the 
Greeks were the most warlike nation 
in the world. This leads a contempo- 
rary to ask whether there is any con- 
nection between the athletic spirit 
which characterizes the English-speak- 
ing races of to-day and the war-like 
spirit which they also exhibit.

Of two such lessono. why forget 
The nobler and the manlier one? 
The poet did not stop to think that 


the Pyrrliic phalanx would have count- 
ed for nothing against modern arms 
It is also true that in the age of Grecian 
glory athletics were an immense ad- 
vantage m the way of preparation for 
military 
service. 
The 
physical 


strength and endurance of the soldier 
then were of first importance. Now, in 
most branches 
of military service 


strength counts but little, though en 
durance is still a matter of great im 
portance. But does experience sho^ 
that athletics are possessed of that sort 
of endurance that is most useful " 
war? 
Military men tell us that actual ex 


perience in war is full of surprises on 
this question. The strong, athleti 
fellows, who were expected to prove th 
most efficient soldiers, 
disappointed 


that expectation more frequently than 
otherwise. The slender young chap, 
found about towns and cities, who had 
been clerks in stores, students, mecha.;! 
ics, whose occupations made no great 
demand ior physical strength, 
suf 


fered severely nt first, but, as a rule, 
soon developed into tough and efficient 
soldiers, and often bore the fatigue ol 
the march and the battle better than 
the strapping farm laborers and others 
that were supposed to be the best mate 
rial for soldiers. We do not mean that 
there were not excellent soldiers ob 
tained from all these sources, but thut 
comparisons utterly failed to sustain 
the expectations that had previous!} 
been entertained. 


It would seem, therefore, that the 


connection between athletics and ef 
ficiency in war is somewhat remote 
Those nations that now excel in ath 
leties excel also in other respects. They 
are the dominant nations of the world, 
because of the high spirit and the re- 
sources which enable them to excel in 
almost every departmant of human ef- 
fort. Athletic exercises are all right, 
of course, but their importance in con- 
nection with war has suffered great 
diminution on account of the improve 
ment in arms.—Louisville Courier-
